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THOMAS DERMODY 


THE BOY PRODIGY OF 
ENNIS, 


—— 
HIS WASTED OPPORTUNITIES. 


“—- 


(By T. F. HIGGINS.) 


AA” an age when most boys are studying 

grammar Thomas Dermody was 
translating Homer into English verse and 
writing original poetry. He “‘lisped in 
numbers,” for some of his best pieces were 
composed before he was twelve years old. 
Born at Ennis in 1775, he was acting as 
usher in his father’s classical school before 
he was nine years of age. Nicholas 
Dermody, the father of ourverratic genius, 
became a toper; and Thomas, thrown im 
contact with the sottish characters who 
were his father’s associates, soon con- 
tracted intemperate habits, which during 
his short life proved the bane of his 
existence. 

On the death of a younger brother, to 
whom he was much attached, he wrote a 
monody. which for elegance cf diction and 
pathos is a marvellous performance for a 
boy of ten. At this period, too, he lost 
his mother, and. growing restless, decided 
to leave home. The reading of the second 
volume of ‘‘Tom Jones”’ spurred him on 
to this adventure. With this book and 
two shillings in his pockets, he departed 
secretly from Ennis in 1785. Fortunately. 
he met a kind-hearted carrier on the road 
and travelled with him to Dublin. 


A WAYWARD GENIUS. 


He found himself friendless on his 
arrival in the metropolis, and soon had to 
sell his one spare shirt to buy food. After 
some vicissitudes he became shop-boy to a 
Dublin bookseller named Lynch in 
Stephen street. Here it was that Dr. 
Houlton, a physician of benevolent 
character, found him one day reading 
Longinus in the original Greek, and after 
some conversation invited him to be his 
guest. The doctor and his friends were 
astonished at the boy’s classical know- 
ledge anc the poetic power which his 
early efforts displayed. ‘‘The Sensitive 
Linnet,’’ a poem vritten before his 
departure from Ennis, was particularly 
admired. While resident in the doctor's 
house Dermody was engaged in the 
translation of Anacreon into English 
verse. 

Dr. Houlton had to leave Dublin for the 
provinces, and before his departure gave 
Dermody a small sum of money, but the 
donation was misspent. Distress and 
poverty again assailed him; he roamed 
the streets by day and slept in the meanest 
shelter at night. Finally, after sleeping 
four nights in the streets and pledging 
his only shirt, he found refuge with 
Coyle, a scene-painter in Dorset street. 
With him Dermody worked for some time 
in the Theatre Royal, minding the paint 
and glue-pots. There he gained the notice 
of Mr. Owenson, a well-known actor, who 
always treated this erring genius with the 
affection of . father. Dermody became an 


inmate of Owenson'’s house, and is 
reputed to have taught this actors 
daughters the elements of reading and 
writing. Of these two girls one, Sydney 


was later known to fame as 
Lady Morgan. Dermody’s talents so much 
impressed “Dr. Young, a _ professor in 
Trinity College, that he offered to prepare 
the young poet for the Fntrance Examina- 
tion. The boy attended these lessons for 
a while, but gradually began to shirk 
what he called ‘‘ scholastic torture,’’ and 
finally absented himself altogether. 


ANOTHER LAPSE 


Owenson, 


Owenson, however, did not weary of 
well-doing. He then placed his protégé 
under the care of the Rev. Gilbert 
Austin, who kept a school of high repute 
in Baggot street. Subscriptions were 
solicited for an edition of Dermody’s 


poems, and a sum of £150 was realised. 
The poet at this time boarded with a 
glass manufacturer in Grafton street, as 
the Owensons’ house at Drumcondra was 
considered to be too far from the school. 

A brilliant prospect now op-ned before 
Dermody, but again he lapsed from grace. 
Being detected in a falsehood, he was 
temporarily relegated to the school! 
kitchen, where he had to perform menial 
tasks as a punishment. This treatment 
galled his proud and ungovernable spirit, 
and in revenge he wrote a stinging 
lampoon on the Austin family. He threw 
the paper aside in his bedroom, where it 
was found by his landlord, Aickbone, who 
showed it to Mr. Austin. The latter was 
so enraged that in the heat of passion he 
destroyed the poems of Dermody which he 
had prepared for publication, returned to 
the subscribers the money which he had 
received, and expelled the delinquent. It 
was about this time that Dermody wrote 
the following lines :—_ 


Kcarce fourteen summers crown my are, 
And yet on life’s oft-varied stage 

(Such are the hopeless poet's losses) 

T’'ve met with fourteen thousand crosses— 
Dehts, duns, proud patrons all so squeamish 
Who damn one for a sinele hicmish. 


He was fortunate in that he seldom lost 
a friend without gaining another. The 
Countess of Moira next became his patron 
and sent him to Killeigh, near Tullamore, 
where he spent nearly two years under the 
roof of the Rev. Mr. Boyd, a scholar of 
distinction and well known as the trans- 
later of Dante. He soon acquired a good 
knowledge of French and Italian, and 
enlarged the scope of his classical 
reading. Two tragedies are supposed to 
have been written by him at this period, 
but of one— '' The Siege of Calais ’’—only 
one scene survives, and of the other no 
trace can now be found. 


AN ALE HOUSE POET. 


During his stay in this country village 
Dermody often frequented the local ale- 
house and honoured nearly everyone in 
the village with an ode or humorous 
epistle; but he soon grew tired of his 
rustic surroundings. We find him writing 
to the Countess of Moira in November, 
1700 :—‘‘I, therefore, conjure your lady- 


ship to remove me as soon as convenient.”’ 


Wearied at last with his importunities, 
the Countess wrote telling him to do as 
he pleased, sent ten guineas to Mr. Boyd 
ial! Dormotty’s use, and ceased to interest 

herself further in the wayward poet. 
Dermody returned to Dublin towards 
the end of 1791. Beggary and dissipation 
alternated henceforth with work marked 
by beauty, learning, humour and pathos. 
His friend Owenson again came to his 
assistance, and got an edition of 
Dermody’s poems published, which he 
sold personally among his wide circle 
tances. Grattan Flood, Dr. 


Percy, all gave him financial aid. No 
youth of his class ever had such 
opportunities; no one abused such 


opportunities as he did. As showing the 
straits to which Dermody was now 
reduced by his own folly, the following 
extract may be quoted from a letter 


written by him to the Rev. Mr.

So good in meny important respects was 
the Carl Rosa Company's opening perform- 
ance of “ La Boheme” that some lack of 
voice brilliance passed for a time unremarked, 
Miss Bindley and Mr. John Turner made 
clever use of voi¢es somewhat light for such 
prominent parts. Dramatically, this was one 
of the most successful of the numerous per- 
formances of the opera in Dublin; it was 
uite the most touching. Miss Pauline 

indley actually turned the smallness of her 
voice to account in preseating the frailness 
and gentleness of Mimi, the little sempstress. 

Listening to her sympathetic tones one 
almost regretted the possession of memories 
of others’ vocal prowess in the part, and 
wished to be persuaded that ners were the 
right equipment and method for it. 

With Puccini is associated the expectation 
Miss 
Bindley’s Mimi was lacking in brilliance, it 
was out of tradition. A more winning Mimi, 
however, has not appeared in Dublin, and 
jt was most interesting to mark her use of the 
voice-part to suit her own style. 

It was only as the opera reached its second 
half that one realised that Miss Bindley and 
Mr, Turner were taking it in a particularly 
yuiet key. Their work in the first act was per- 
fectly charming, and still left the possibility 
of Ieter brilliance. At the end of the act one 
felt that we might be going to have a re- 
markably fine performance. To their very 
pleasing style in that act, however, the two 
principals added nothing subsequently to en- 
hance their performance; they maintained 
the miniature stvle and left the impression of 
careful, pleasant singing and—on Miss PBind- 
ley’s part, especially—appealing character 
presentation. 

The. great merit of Mr. Turner's perform- 
ance was its perfect accord with Miss Bind- 
ley’s. His voice bad about the same size 
as hers, and his gentleness, foo, went with 
hers to make the lovers a pair to win our 
sympathies. Like Miss Bindley, he sana 
charmingly in the first act, and in the last 
act he helped her to make the death scene 
more than usually poignant. Many in the 
andience were deeply affected; ‘hetravine 
snufiles and hard breathing were heard iu al! 
directions. 

There; as throughout the opera. the orches 
tral work was admirable The conductor. 
Mr. Austin, supported the singers most 
judiciously—here taking care that their 
doubtful notes were well covered; there aid 
mg the pathos with phrases expressed 
con molto sentimento. Under him: in fact. 
the orchestral work was perfectly in accord 
with the stage conception. ' 

In this production no attempt was made 
to force Musetta's part forward. Miss. Mild- 
may seemed to aim at contributing to the 
general aspect of gentlepess in the presenta- 
tion. One rather missed the contrast which 
the part should. atford. 

There was good team work among the men. 
and at the same time the individuals of 
the Bohemian group were well distinguished. 
Mr Dunkerley’s singing of Marcel’s .part 
was consistently smooth; and Mr. Leslie 
Jones supplied contrast with a tone some- 
what raspish, but mot unpleasing. Mr. 
Collier's voice afforded a fine foundation 
tone for the splendidly animated ensemb/e 
mm the second = act. He made quite a 
“character ’’ of Colline, but then rather 
spout it hy singing his farewell to the coat 
in the last act as though it were a concert 
song 

The wnified presentation of the work 
seemed to imply a specially useful collabora. 
tion of conductor and stage director, and 
Mr. Hamish Wilson, though out of sigh, 
deserves to have his name remembered in 
that connection. 

Altogether, this tender, sympathetic pro- 
duction of the opera made an appeal of its 
own. It was distinctive and enjovable, and 
its difference from performances of a more 
dazzling order did not imvolve a lack ot 
appeal fo artistic appreciation. ‘The best 
climax was the close of the first act; it was 
worked up so effectively that many in the 
audience burst into applause before the con- 
clusion of the act, and the last notes were 


all but. lost to our ears.

DEATH OF MAJOR-GENERAL 
W. A. FRANKS. 

The death has occurred at his home in 
Southampton m his 92nd year of Major- 
General William Astell brauks, one of the 
Jast surviving officers who served during the 
Indian Mutiny. General Franks, who entered 
the Army in 1855, served also in the Afghan 
War of 1878-9. He attained the rank of 
Major-General in 1894.

him—except when he was drunk. His 
new protector ohered to piace him im 
Trinity Colleg> and to allow Lim £30 a 
year as pocket-money. Dermody preierred 
to remain in mean obscurity rather than 
accept this spiendid offer. 

He now retired from the notice of the 
friends who were willing to help him, and 
abandoned himself to the most degraded 
society in the metropolis. He wandered 
about for some weeks without having any 
settled habitation, or any other means oi 
subsistence than the charity which his 
wretched appearance extorted froin those 
to whom he presented mcan petitions. 
After going through many phases of 
misery he enlisted in the 108th Regiment 
of Foot, commanded by the Earl of 
Granard. His conduct in the regiment 
was excellent, and he was soon promoted 
to be sergeant. The regiment sailed from 
Ireland in September, 1794, and shortly 
afterwards Dermody was made second 
lieutenant in the Waggon Corps. During 
the Continental War he was present in 
five engagements and received several 
dangerous wounds, one of which dis- 
figured his face, and another deprived him 
of the use of his left hand.- He was then 
placed on the half-pay list, receiving an 
allowance of £32 per annum, -which he 
lost soon afterwards through the roguery 
of a clerk. 

Lord Moira now became his patron, but 
it was not long till he again followed the 
impulse of :.is passions, regardless of con- 
sequences, and the means by which his 
pleasures were often obtained were neither 
creditable :o himself nor pleasing to his 
patron. He showed once more that 
partiality for low company and drinking 
which often obscured his genius. The old 
demon of intemperance again beset him, 
and constant repetitions of debt and 
dissipation wearied even the great 
patience of his powerful friend, Lord 
Moira. Back he sank to debauch and 
misery, and once more he was pulled out 
of the slough of despond. Under the 
patronage of Henry Addington. Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, a second collection of 


his poems was published An 1801. Few. 
indeed, experienced so liberal and 
exalted a patronage as Dermody, and 


none ever made such an unwise use of it. 
“MERRY TO THE LAST.” 


He was now afflicted with an asthmatic 
comelaint, and his health began to fail 
rapidly. Early in July, 1802, he fled 
from his wretched lodgings in the slums 
of Westminster and took refuge in a 
miserable cottage, near the village of 
Sydenham, Kent, where he had neither 
medical assistance nor the comforts which 
his sickness required: Here two of his 
friends found him on the fifteenth of 
July and made arrangements for his 
removal to comfortable lodgings. One of 
his visitors took up a copy. of 
‘‘ Hudibras’’ which lay on the table. 
“You se.” said Dermody, with a 

vy smile, “I am merry to the last.” 
“A violent fit of coughing succeeded this 
effort, when, with a presentiment of his 
approaching end, he said, “ That hollow 
rings out my end.” He died a 
few hours afterwards, 14% lies buried in

It strikes me that this is an un- 
commonly good effort by a child to draw 
up a set of rules, and it shows that, 
desnite everything that is said to the 
contrary, the modern child has a very 
clear conception of what is wrong. 


A Great Archbishop. 


A forgotten and uncelebrated centenary 
of this year is that of the creat Dr. King, 
contemnorary and: friend of Swift. — Dr. 
King, like his friend, was a man of strong 
mind and refreshing candour. He was 
foremcst amongst the nine bishops who 
met in 1709 to make an emnvhatic protest 
against the Penal Laws; and in his corre- 
spondence we further find them denounced 
as the measures of politicians who cared 
nothing for religion, and aimed only at 
land crabbing. 

King’s vouthiul days were spent in 
Tvrone. He narrates in his autobiography 
how. consequent on the insurrection of 
1641. the schools hecame disorganised. 
When matters qunietened down a school- 
mistress made her appearance in the 
district. The eager Scottish settlers came 
to her in crowds. Among her punils were 
many grown-nns, men and wemen, whose 
education had been interrupted by the dis- 
turbed state of the country. But the 
lawlessness of the times was in their 
hlood and on love rather than learning 
did they spend their enerties. King did 
not particinate in these dissipations ; for 
he was selected from their number to 
perform the ceremonies of many pleyful 
marriages. We remarks on the nrophetic 
vision of the idJers, and adds that some of 
the pairs, were actually united afterwards. 


A Supporter of Gaelic. 


That Dr. King’s interests were many 
is testified by his correspondence and his 
works. He was a staunch supporter ol 
Gaelic as a medium of missionary work in 
Treland. and was constantly defending 
before his colleagues yorng curates who 
held the same view. In the Wood’s 
Halfvence affair he was shoulder to 
shoulder with Swift in his effort« to 
protect the country; and, though King 
did not reutter that long-lived dictum of 
Dr. Vesev—that Ireland would never be 
happy till a law were made for burning 
everything that came from England. 
except their people and their coals—in his 
own wav his convictions on the matter 
were quite as determined. “IT have, 
indeed, seen the present Archbishon of 
Dublin.” writes Swift, ‘‘clad from head 
to foot in our own manufacture ; and. yet, 
under the rose be it spoken, his Grace 
deserveth as good a gown, as if he had not 
been born among us.”’

Street Names at Night.

It is rather a 
pity that tne Dublin authorities, when 
they decided to let us have the street 
names in Irish as well as English, did not 


look beyond the day. 


WCartello Towers. 


A correspondent writes:—The old 
Martello towers, which appear here and 
there around the coast of Dublin, were 
mentioned in the “Diary ” recently. An 
interesting thing about them is that their 
widespread adoption in Great Britain, in 
the early part of last century, was due to 
a single incident of warfare. During the 
French Revolutionary wars some British 
ships were crdered- to support the 
Corsican insurgents, and an attempt was 
made to take a tower on Cape Mortello, 
which was heid by the French. Two 
British battleships kept up a cannonade 
lor two and a half hours, and then had to 
retire, one being on fire, having lost 
tixtv-two men. One thousand four 
hundred troops had likewise been landed. 
but no impression could be made on the 
tower, until a shot set fire to the bass junk 
with which the parapet was lined. The 
garrison then surrendered, and was found 
to consist of thirty-three men, equipped 
merely with two eighteen-pounders and 
one six-pounder. The extraordinary 
resistance offered by these three guns led 
to the conclusion that towers of this 
description were especially formidable; 
later wariare, however, did not bear out 
the contention, The name ‘‘ Martello”’ 
is evidently a curruption of Mortello. The 
original tower is said to have heen named 
alte its inventor, but the real derivation 
was the name of a wild myrtle which grew 
thickly around. :

If the 
visitor really wishes to turn night into 
day, I suggest that he turn his attention 
to those parts of the country that lie 
amid rich turbaries. Tt is a curious fact 
that in those areas the inhabitants are 
loath to leave the charmed circle of the 
hearth, and are little concerned to salute 
the dawn with the lark. The cause is 
economic. Who has turf and the strength 
to cut and pike it need never be at the 
edge of poverty ; the turf which gives him 
ready fnel also cives him ready money, 
so that the urge to be in bed betimes that 
he may be eariv up and doing does not 
press upon him. As a result of the 
increase of leisure from this cause there 1s 
more civilisation in the turbaries than 
where a hard living must be wrested from 
soil or sea; and it is there that the stories 
are woven by the fire-side which afterwards 
delicht the world of books.

Mysteries in Dublin.

One 
were intellicibie; but the reiteration and 
the varying hours make of it an insoluble 
conundrum, not the less mysterious in 
that my friends to whom I have spoken of 
it, dwelling in all parts of the city and 


suburbs, have the same tale to tell. A 
second mystery is one peculiar to the 
North side; it is the mystery of th« 


solitary cabman who spends the night on 
the hazard. He is always there whatever 
hour you pass; he never has a fare; he 
never passes the time of night. I have 
concluded that he is some _ incorporeal 
jarvey, who waits till cock-crow hails him 
to drive home; er, else, he is an artist 
living out his masterpiece — Hope 
Invincible. 


Peculiarity of Timepieces. 


Few people know of the peculiarity on 
the faces of all clocks and watches bear- 
ing Roman numerals. The sign for four 
is IIII., and not the correct IV, 

The explanation of this is very interest- 
ing, and one that is well worth relating 
here. 

The first clock that in any way re- 
sembled those now in use was made by 
Henry Vick, one of the greatest of 
mediseval jewellers, in 1370, for Charles 
V. of France. Charles used to be called 
“the Wise,” and always did his best to 
justify his nick-name. 

When Vick presented the clock to 
Charles, the king, anxious to find fault 
with a thing he did not understand, said 
that the numerals on the dial were wrong, 
as the ‘“‘ four ” should have been four ones. 
Vick resented this slicht on his workman- 
ship and contradicted the king, whereupon 
Charles became angry and ordered the 
jeweller to have four altered at once to 
four ones. Thus the Roman IV. never 
appears on clocks or watches, but the 
wrong III. takes its place instead. 


Umbrellas. 


The variability of the weather has 
brought to my notice a change in the 
habits of Dubliners. A few years ago the 
umbrella was quite a usual addition to the 
turn-out of our citizens; then it became 
almost a part of the clerical uniform;

I have seen men, on a fair 
day, stand long periods chatting without 
any overcoat or protection while a 
drenching rain beat down on them, and 
they paid no heed; and I have met them 
similarly attired walking the roads, when 
their sole recognition of the wet was in 
their greeting —‘‘ Soft day, sir.”

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IN THE NORTHERN CAPITAL. 


The Proposed New City Library : Town-Planning and 
the City Beautiful : The Education Act. 
FROM OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 


BELFAST, Monday. 
ba young State of the North is 
inspired with the laudable ambition 
to make its capital city worthy of the 
historic province. There are many beau- 
tifu] buildings in Belfast, but some of 
them are hidden away, while others are 
set in ugly surroundings. This is not 4 
matter for wonder. The city sprang up 
with almost magic rapidity, following the 
expansion of industry and commerce, and, 
in the pursuit of the material, the finer 
things of life were forgotten. Within 
recent years, however, & new spirit has 
come into civic affairs, and efforts are 
being made to build up public structures 
which will be the rich heritage of future 
generations. The Stormont Parliamentary 
Buildings, the Law Courts—both in course 
of erection—and the Art Gallery and 
Museum, with its spacious, airy halls, 
just completed, are examples of the new 
crusade in favour of the highest forms of 
architecture ; and now it is proposed that 
we shall have a State Library centrally 
situated in Belfast, at an estimated cost 
of £35,000. This project has been recom- 
mended by a Government Departmental 
Committee, and it is to be known as the 
“ Ulster Library,” but, as such a title 
would be misleading, some more suitable 
description may be found. 


LEAD FROM FREE STATE. 


It is pointed out in the report that 
State libraries or systems of State grants 
to libraries exist almost everywhere in the 
British Dominions and in the United 
States, while the Free State Government 
has inherited the National Library of 
Ireland, and continues to expend an in- 
creasing sum upon its maintenance an 
extension. A library on a grand scale is 
not contemplated, but, rather, a central 
pivot for a co-ordinated service of books 
for the whole of Northern Ireland, the 
existing provision being scanty and un- 
evenly distributed. It is interesting to 
note that, although Belfast has lagged 
behind in this respect, it has the honour 
of being the pioneer in this country in 
establishing public libraries, the first one 
being opened in 1888. To accomplish the 
city beautiful, it is necessary that a town- 
planning scheme shall be put in opera- 
tion, and it is probable that legislation 
on the subject will be passed by the 
Northern Parliament next year. The 
Prime Minister is in favour of it, and has 
expressed the opinion that the picturesque 
beauties of the countrvside should also be 
protected. The Vice-Chancellor of Queen‘s 
University said the other day—and he 
comes from England—that he knows of no 
industrial city across the water which has 
a situation so beautiful as that of Belfast. 
It remains for the people themselves to 
see that the loveliness of their country is 
not destroyed by unsightly structures and 
inartistic signs along the highways. 


AN _ INTERESTING CONTROVERSY. 


The Farl of Belmore’s observations re- 
garding the improper use of Ulster’s name 
in describing organisations which operate 
Only in the Six Counties have occasioned 
much comment in the North. In the 
clubs and other places where men gather 
to consider questions of the moment, Lord 
Belmore’s severe criticism is generally 
approved, and it has been pointed out that 
the Ulster Unionist Council, led by Lord 
Carson, was responsible for the unnatural! 
division of the provinces, The argument 
was that the Unionists would be unable 
to hold the entire nine counties against 
the Nationalists. 

Some people. however, would prefer that 
this aspect of the problem should be rele- 
gated to oblivion. One influential corre- 
spondent, writing to the Press, says that 
*‘surely Lord Belmore’s criticism was just, 
and is now acquiesced in by everyone 
living in the Six Connties, most of whom 
appreciate the horrible mess which has 
been made of Ireland to get the British 
Government out of its difficulties, chiefly 
with America.” As the years pass by 
the people of the North are becoming 
more and more impatient of party restric- 
tions, and are more inclined to express 
their opinions freely in matters that 
formerly were taboo. 


ATTRACIING WOMEN VOTERS. 


A new movement has been started to 
shepherd the great army of Unionist young 
women safely into the official fold. There 
is an elaborate network of associations 
throughout the North, but many of them 
are more or Jess mofibund. and fresh 
are being invented to rouse 
enthusiasm. The power of women in elec. 
tions is recognised, and in Northern 
Ireland, where they are in a substantial 
majority over the male voters, they are in 
a position -to ensure either defeat or 
victory. At present the men’s Unionist 
organisations are not in a very flourishing 
state, except, perhaps, the Ulster Labour 
Unionist Association, presided over by a 
Cabinet Minister, and it is more of a 
political social club than anything else. 


Certainly it does not represent Labour in 


the same way as trade societies do. 
With the approach of the winter season 


a new campaign is being launched, yo 


object being to combat Socialism and to 


| 


teach what Unionism stands for, pas 
ticularly in regard to official policy. It 
is felt that the existing organisations have 
not come up to expectations, and ' the 
Pioneer Club” has, therefore, been 
brought into being. Why it should be 
called the Pioneer when it is the last of 
the series no cne knows; but, in addition 
te its political propaganda, it will provide 
many attractions in the way of social 
events, such as dances, including a linen 
fancy dress ball. It is hoped to have 
branches of the club all over the Six 
Counties, with bands of young pioncers 


using their influence on the side of 
officialdom. 
EDUCATIONAL PROPOSALS. 

The members of the Irish Nationa] 


Teachers’ Organisation are not favourably 
impressed by certain amendments to the 
Education Act suggested by the United 
Protestant Churches and the Grand 
Orange Lodge, and are drafting amend 
ments of their own to represent the views 
of ‘the teachers. It was reported at a 
meeting last Saturday that a joint com 
mittee had been formed of the three 
unions of primary teachers in Northern 
Ireland to consider the question, and that 
its recommendations included a proposa! 
that children should be left at schoo! 
until they were sixteen years of age, if no 
employment were available. A resolution 
was also passed urging the Government 
to introduce legislation to make the com- 
pulsory schoo! age in Northern Ireland 
the same as that proposed in Great 
Britain—five to fifteen years; but 
Ministry of Education has signified its 
disapproval of that scheme. 

It is thought in high political circles 
that in rural districts the raising of the 
school-leaving age would meet with con- 
siderable opposition, and, in any case, 
the Northern Government only exercises 
its step-by-step policy with Imperial! 
legislation when it thinks fit to do so. 
The de-control of dwelling-houses in the 
Six Counties, although similar houses 
were not de-controlled in Great Britain, 
is a case in point, and medical benefits 
were not extended to the province, 
although it is now proposed to do so. An 
important suggestion made by the Joint 
Committee is that the Section of the Act 
dealing with the dismissal of teachers 
should be altered so as to provide that 
the Ministry should hold an inquiry 
before, and not after, the notice of dis- 
missal is served on the teacher. This 
seems to be reasonable; but common- 
sense does not always prevail in high 
quarters. The consideration of these 
problems promises to cause plenty of 
excitement when they are brought before 
Parliament next summer.

Mr. F. J. Fitzpatrick, P.C., President of 
the Society, presided at the annual meeting 
of the Pharmaceutical Society of Ireland. held 
at 67 Lower Mount street, Dublin, at which 
there was a large attendarice of pharmacists 
from different parts of the country. 

The President announced the result of the 
hallot for the election of seven members on 
the Couneil. 505 voting papers had been 
sent out, of which 328 had been receive’ and 
one had been received too late. Mr. D. 
Warwick and Mr. P. A. Brady acted as 
scrutineers, with Mr. John Smith as chair- 
man. The names of the seven successful 
candidates, and the votes received by them are 
as follows:—Mr. i, J. Fitzpatrick (Dublin), 
304 votes; Sir Thomas Robinson. (Dublin), 
P54; Mr. Thomas J. Doyle (Dublin), 247; 
Dr. J. A. Mitchel! (Dublin), 245; Mr. Denis 
J. Nugent (Dublinj. 228; Mr. M. J. Kieran 
Timothy 
Costello (Dublin), 183. All the elected can- 
didates, with the exception of Mr. Costello, 
had retired by rotation, and had sought re- 
election. Mr. J. J. Kerr, of Clones, had 
also retired, but did not seek re-election. 

The President read a statistical statement. 
from which it appeared that in August of 
this year there were 1,430 pharmaceutical 
chemists on the register; 392 pharmaceutical 
assistants, including 248 who had become 
pharmaceutical chemists; 18 chemists and 
druggists, and 761 registered druggists, 
including 78 who had qualified as pharma- 
ceutical chemists. For the preliminary 
examination for the year 53 candidates pre- 
sented themselves, of whom 24 passed, and 
there were 54 students registered on certi- 
ficates from other bodies. One preliminary 
candidate passed with honours. For the 
pharmaceutical licence examination there were 
111 candidates, of whom 17 passed, one with 
honours—Mr. Michael J. Mulreany, of Sligo. 
For the pharmaceutical assistant examination 
thre were 45 candidates, of whom 25 passed, 
and for the registered druggist examination 
there were 34 candidates, of whom 16 passed. 
The President said he believed the figure 
539, representing the members of the Society 
and vhe associate druggists, was the highest 
in the history of the Society. 

SUGGESTED CHANGE. 

Mr. Henry Conyngham (Dublin), referring 
to the number of candidates who had been 
rejected for the licence examination, asked 
the. President to consider whether it would 
be advisable to make some change. It was a 
great fag to ss the examination at one 
term. He suggested that men who had passed 
in a particular division need not be examined 
again in the subjects of that division. 

The President said that it was anticipated 
‘hat they would take powers to provide that 
the examination could be divided into two 
parts. The point had been raised in the 
Council some time ago, and it was considered 
whether students should not get credit for 
subjects in which they had already passed. 
The Council would consider the matter during 
Lhe year. 

GOLD MEDAL PRESENTED. 

Mr. Michael J. Mulreany, Ph.C., of 3 
Lyons terrace, Sligo, was presented with a 
gold medal in recognition of the distinction 
achieved by him in securing first place at the 
pharmaceutical licence examination, having 
received 241 marks out of a possible 300. 

The President, in making the presentation, 
said that he had great pleasure in presenting 
the medal to Mr. Mulreany. He hoped that 
Mr. Mulreany would be long spared to enjoy 
the fruits of his examination. (Applause.) 

Mr. Mulreany, acknowledging the presenta- 
tion, first addressed the meeting in Irish, 
and then, speaking in English, expressed his 
thanks for the beautiful gold medal presented 
to him. 


The President, reterring to Mr. Mulreany’s ¢ 


speech in Irish, said it was an innovation 
in these rooms. 

Mr. Victor E. Hanna, Ph.C., suggested 
that they should hear in English what Mr.

TRIBUTE TO PRESIDENT. 

Sir Thomas Robinson, in proposing a vote 
of thanks to -the President for his work 
during the past year, said he did not know 
in all his experience of any vote of thanks 
more thoroughly deserved. He had a very 
long experience of the work of the .Pharma- 
ceutical Society, and he could tell them that 
he had never met ‘a more energetic or a more 
capable or hard-working man than Frank 
Fitzpatrick, who had been President for the 
last three years. (Hear, hear.) He con- 
sidered—and the other members of the 
Council believed the same thing—that he 
had given his whole heart and mind to the 
work of the Society since he became Presi- 
dent. He was a preat asset to the Society, 
and he hoped he would be long spared to 
work for it. |

The vote of thanks was passed with great 
enthusiasm.

He had hardly deserved 
them. He had endeavoured to do what he 
had siarted out to do, and he believed that 
he had faithfully carmed out his duties. ‘That 
they had been satisfied with the work was 
the best praise .that he could get. 

On the motion of the President, seconded 
by the Vice-President, a warm vote of thanks 
was passed to Dr. Michael Ryan, Hon. 
‘Treasurer; and on the motion of Mr, William 
Jones, seconded by Dr. James 8S. Ashe, a 
similar vote of thanks was passed to Miss

Dr. Ashe said that he had no official con- 
nection with pharmacy; but the chemists 
had been always so good to him tbat he 
always attended the annual meeting, and he 
would not like that his presence would be 
regarded as an intrusion.

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RIGHTS OF MORTGAGEES. 

TO THE BKVITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—The question was raised in the Press 
some time ago of the Rent Restrictions Act, 
and it was argued that the stay on the 
ealling-in of mortgage money imposed by ihe 
Act should be continued. Fifteen vears 
laving elapsed since mortgagees’ rights were 
interfered with, landlords who had raised 
mouey on houses have had ample time: in 


which to accumulate money to repay what , 


they borrowed. On the other hand, it is only 
natural to assume that a landlord who has 
failed to take advantage of such artificial 
protection is unable to meet his liabilities, 
and that, if he is unable or unwilling to pay 
one mortgagee, he would be unable or un- 
willing to pay another; and consequently 
nobody with money to invest would consider 
his property as a proposition. In such a 
case to continue to prevent mortgagees from 
getting back their money would he to inflict 
a gross injustice on them, and might be a 
direct encouragement to improvidence and 
incompetence. 

A so-called landlord who has obtained legal 
ownership of houses by means of borrowed 
money is really only an agent for the mort- 
gagees, who are the real owners until the 
speculator returns the money; and in the 
event of his failing to do so they have a 
perfect right to possession of the houses, or 
part of them, in lieu of their money. Such 
a “‘landlord’’ merely exploits the tenant for 
a term, during which he uses the tenant's 
money to bhy the house; and the tenant thus 
has the pleasure of virtually buying out the 
house and then making a free gift of it to a 
person who probably does not even intend to 
live in it, 

It seems to me that the State ought at 
least to prevent that kind of ‘‘ landlord’’ 
from exploiting mortgagees, as well as 
tenants, by attempting to avoid paying back 
borrowed money. It might, perhaps, meet 
the case if such speculators were prevented 
altogether from working on borrowed money ; 
and such a course would undoubtedly tend to 
reduce rents, since tenants would not be 
obliged to pay mortgage interest as well as 
ground rent and rates.—Yours, etc.,

AustralJia’s Verdict, 


The defeat of Mr. Bruce 
Australian elections is a further proof that 
democracy is not without its shortcomings. 
Since the dawn of history the sayings, 
“ For populi vor Dei,' and Solon’s “ The 
people is unintelligent,’’ have described 
faithfully the actions and reactions of 
human development. In B.C. 216 the 
Praetor in Rome was able to announce to 
the assembled citizens, in all its hideous 
truth, the outcome of the battle of Cannae, 
with the result that a determined people 
raised a new army out of nothing. Here 
was democracy at its best; but Mr. Bruce, 
attempting the same candour in modern 
Australia, has received a very different 
response. For a Jong time the trade union 
‘‘bosses’’ have been usurping steadily all 
political power in the Commonwealth, and 
their task has been rendered easier by the 
Arbitration Act. This Act enables all 
disputes, whose legitimate repercussions 
extend beyond the State of their inception, 
to be compulsorily to federal 
arbitration.

Although premature efforts to define the 
causes of such a landslide are dangerous, 
there seems to be little doubt that the 
Arbitration Act Amendment Bill has 
estranged many votes from the National 
Party. Australia, in a commercial] sense, 
is appallingly parochial, and her working 
classes tend to measure their wealth by 
the magnitude of their wages. While we 
do not expect a nation, collectively or 
individually, to be able to appreciate the 
truth of Einstein’s doctrine of relativity, 
we are astonished that a country sur- 
rounded by able and enterprising nations 
of a different race and colour can be so 
blind to its own interests. Australia, with 
New Zealand, is more than an outpost of 
Empire; she is an outpost of Europe. 
We know by her rigorous imposition of a 
colour bar that she recognises this fact; 
yet in all else she appears to court the 
disaster that avowedly she fears. 

It is easy to blame Mr. Bruce for 
tactical] errors. His bill aroused the bitter 
hostility of Mr. Hughes, one of the chief 
architects of Federal arbitration, and this 
revolt. was a decisive blow to the 
Nationalist Paity. Nevertheless, we hold 
that, in the long result, Mr. Brace will be 
proved to have been right. Two ulcers 
have been gnawing for a long time at 
the vitals of Australian polity—a re- 
stricted ‘white immigration and the 
dictatorship of the unions. Mr. Bruce, at 
least, has exposed the position if he has 
not been able to remedy it. Unless the 
teaching of history is valueless, it cannot 
be long before Australians become aware 
of the dangers which threaten them. Many 
jealous eyes are fixed on the Continent, 
and, with their relatively meagre popula- 


tion, the people of the Commonwealth 


| would be in no case to withstand an irrup- 
tion, if such an event were made possible 
by another world conflagration. The 
Australians’ claim that the immigration 
of others of their own stock would impair 
their labour markets is, in view of the 
country's vast extent, a criticism of their 
own social and fiscal policy. The new 
Government will .be called upon to face 
these questions, and we wish it well. Mr. 
Scullin, who will be the new Premier, is 
an able man, and, doubtless, has the real 
interests of the Commonwealth at heart. 
Fortunately, the Senate has a large 
Nationalist majority, and will be able for 
the next three or four years to place a 
check on extravagant legislation, if such be 
attempted. Far more important, however, 
than the immediate intentions of Mr. 
Scullin and his colleagues is the need that 
the Australian people shall appreciate the 
signs of the times. 


An American Hoax. 

The Senate Committee which is investi- 
gating the curious activities of Mr. 
William B. Shearer in connection with 
the Anglo-American naval negotiations 
resumed its sittings in Washington 
yesterday. He alleges that he was commis- 
sioned by certain interested parties in 
the United States to do everything in his 
power to prevent a naval agreement 
between London and Washington, and, if 
his statement is true, he certainly did his 
best to earn his money. During the 
ill-fated Geneva Conference, it seems, 
Mr, Shearer appeared in the guise of a 
journalist. He was a clever propagandist, 
and devoted his time and his energies to 
& campaign against the British Empire, 
Which succeeded in arousing the gravest 
suspicions in the United States. One of 
his main arguments against any kind of 
rapprochement between the two countries 
was provided by an alleged “secret 
document,’’ worthy of the best efforts of 
the “‘ shilling shocker.’’ This document, 
according to Mr. Shearer, was picked up 
in the streets of Washington outside the 
offices that were occupied during the war 
by Sir William Wiseman, head of 
Britain’s Secret Service in the United 
States. It professed to be a kind of 
report by an English agent on the success 
that was attending British propaganda, 
and contained some really disquieting 
disclosures. One was that the average 
citizen of the United States could be con- 
verted to Anglophilia in the space of 
twenty-nine days, three hours and sixteen 
minutes at the ridiculously smal] cost of 
sixty-three cents, or 2s. 7d. Another 
was that British agents soon would be in 
a position to control at will “ the read. 
ing, the hearing and the seeing ” of all 
American citizens, ‘‘ so that such as are 
not truly British may be met with a 
barrier—‘ They shall not pass!’” This 
kind of thing was quoted solemnly by 
Mr. Shearer, who declared that it repre- 
sented an audacious attempt to under-

The Doukhobors. 


The Doukhobors—the word means 
warriors of the spirit "—are a sect for 
whom we may feel sorry at a proper 
distance. They are a body of Russian 
mystics which had its origin in the 
eighteenth century. The Emperor 
Alexander I. allowed them to settle in 
South Russia, but in 1841 they were trans- 
ferred to Transcaucasia, where many 
thousands of them now live miserably 
under Soviet rule. They depend upon an 
inward light, attach little importance to 
the sacraments, priesthood and ritual of 
the Greek Church, reject the divinity of 
Christ and. refuse military service. Thirty 
years ago a large band of Doukhobors 
emigrated to Canada. They were followed 
at intervals by other parties, and to-day 
some fifty thousand of them are settled in 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and British 
Columbia. Now the remaining Russian 
Doukhobors, finding their plight in- 
creasingly wretched, are anxious to join 
their friends in Canada; but the Soviet 
Government will not permit them to 
depart. It is announced that the leader 
of the Canadian community intends to 
make a personal appeal to the British 
Prime Minister on their behalf.* In view 
of the improved relations between the 
British and Soviet Governments Mr. 
Macdonald’s intervention might be 
effective; but, unfortunately, a further 
difficulty exists—Canada herself resents 
the proposed invasion. In the words of 
the Manttoba Free tress, ‘‘the Dominion 
has had her fill of Doukbobors, and wants 
no more.’’ In one sense those Russians 
are admirable colonists. They are skilful 
and industrious farmers, and are free 
from the common vices; but, as Mr. 
Kipling’s German naturalist said of his 
gorilla, “there is too much ego in their 
cosmos.’’ The Doukhobors refuse stubbornly 
to accommodate themselves to Canada’s 
social regulations and ways of life. They 
reject the duties of citizenship; they 
refuse, in spite of all penalties, to send 
their children to school, and sometimes 
they burn the school-houses. Their 
favourite protest takes the disconcerting

shape of long processions of starkly naked 
men, women and children. What can 


civilisation do with such people? In the 
light of scientific theory their prospect of 
survival seems to be tragically small. 


Science in the Home. 


America has realised the fact that 
house-work is her biggest industry, em- 
ploying by far the largest number of full- 
time workers. ‘To-day she is the home of 
domestic labour-saving methods. In these 
islands schools that teach cooking and 
needlework pride themselves on “ up-to- 
dateness ”; but in American schools 
expert teachers analyse the working-day 
and plan the kitchen. There are “ practice 


daily curriculum of the home. Domestic 
science is a part of the upper flights of 
learning, and: one university has 
awarded—with a nice sense of fitness—an 
M.A. degree for a thesis on dish-washing. 
Of course, the American passion for 
economic statistics has been applied to the 
science of the home. It has discovered 
that the women of small towns devote an 
average of fifty-one hours a week to house- 
work, and spend over sixty per cent. of 
that time in the kitchen. Their work is 
assisted by a thousand devices of central 
heating, electric irons and washing 
machines, gas clothes-driers and motor 
food-mixers. It is estimated that to-day 
nearly eight million vacuum cleaners and 
six million electric washing machines are 
used in American homes. Such statistics, 
we feel sure, will cause the Shannon 
Board’s collective teeth to water. No 
doubt, the Board will seek inspiration 
from the United States, and we foresee an 
early day when the eager competition of 
Shannon electricity and Dublin gas will 
enable Dublin’s home-workers to attend 
the afternoon performances at the picture- 
houses. Already England is waking up— 
at least to the extent that the National 
Institute of Industrial Psychology has 
decided to form a household section,

AMBASSADOR 
POLAND 
NEW STATUS OF BRITISH 
REPRESENTATIVE. 

The King has approved a recommendation 
by the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs 
that His Majesty s representative in Poland 
shall in future be an Ambassador, instead ot 
a Minister, as hitherto, and that an 
Ambassador from the Republic of Poland 
shall similarly be received at His Majesty's 
Court. 

His Majesty’s Government in the United 
Kingdom and the Polish Government dre 
satisfied that this elevation of the status of 
tne two representatives will be to the mutual 
advantage of both countries. ‘he necessary 
steps will shortly be taken to give effect to 
His Majesty’s pleasure in the case of His 
Majesty's representutive at Warsaw. It 1s 
anticipated that similar steps will be taken 
by the Polish Government in regard to the 
representation of the Republic in London. 

The present Minister at Warsaw is the 
Hon. Sir W. A. F. Erskine, K.C.M.G. He 
went lo Poland in 1927. ‘The Polish Minister 
in London is M. Konstanti Skumount. ‘The 
last occasion when a Minister was elevated 
to the status of Ambassador was in 1927, 
when Sir Malcolin A. Robertson, the Minister 
to Argentina, became the First Ambassador 
at Buenos Aires.

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The speech which Mr. Baldwin wil] 
make to the Conservative Party, when he 
meets the National Union of Conservative 
and Unionist Associations at the Albert 
Hall on November 21st, is expected to be 
of considerable importance, owing to thie 
present controversy on the state of the 

rty. Some interesting resolutions will 
be submitted to the conference in regard 
to the party organisation during the 
general election, and Mr. Baldwin will! 
take an opportunity of dealing with the 
criticism expressed by these resolutions. 
The full reports from the local associa 
tions as to the cause of the defeat of 
the Conservative Party at the general 
election have now been received,. and 
are to be considered thoroughly by tli 
committee appointed for the purpose. 
If it appears desirable, the report of this 
body will be circulated to the members of 
the conference, though it is known that 
some of the replies contain’ severe 
criticism of the party methods. 


Miagrs Hours. 


The Government appears to be faced wit 
a serious obstacle in regard to any settle- 
ment over the question of mining hours: 
for, while it is prepared to compromise and 
reduce the hours to seven and a-half, it is 
understood that Mr. Herbert Smith, tle 
President of the Miners’ Federation, ¢e 
mands the seven hours, and will accept 
nothing but the seven hours. It is re- 
cognised by many members of the Miners’ 
Federation that a restoration of the seven 
hours will bring about considerable 
difficulties in the industry, and this fact 
is known and appreciated by the Govern- 
ment: but Mr. Herbert Smith is of the 
opinion that a return to the seven hours 
is not only possible, but necessary. If he 


does not get what he wants, he threatens ' 


to upset the Government. 


Unemployment. 

As soon as possible alter the Tre 
assembling of Parliament the Opposition 
will take an opportunity of raising a 
debate on the unemployment question, 
probably in the forni of a motion of 
censure. During the. life of the late 
Government there were so many motions of 
censure on this question that there is 4 
feeling among the Conservatives that the 
time has come when the Labour Govern 
ment should be called to account 
particularly as that Government gave an 
unqualified pledge to deal immediately and 
practically with the question. It soon wil! 
have been in office six months, and little 
has been accomplished, while the number 
of workless increases week by week. It 
is possible that a debate on the question 
may be initiated for the purpose of giving 
Mr. Thomas an opportunity of telling the 
House of Commons what he accomplished 
during his visit to Canada. Rumour savs 
that the net result of his pilgrimage wil! 
be little or pothing. The expected orders 
for British coal have not materialised. 


Australia’s New Premier. 


Very little is known here about Mr. 
James Henry Scullin, the Australian 
Labour leader, who will be the next 
Dominion Premier, save that he was 
elected to the party leadership only a year 
ago. At Australia House the officials said 
that they were sadly ignorant of bio 
graphical details about him, except tnat 
he was born in Victoria and is a 
journalist. He was elected to the House 
of Representatives for Corangamite, 
Victoria, in 1910, but was defeated at the 
general election in 1913. At a by-election 
in 1922 he was elected for Yarra, and 
again returned for the same place -t the 
general election in 19265. Last vear he 
was elected as leader of the Opposition im 
the House of Representatives. 


R101. 


The R 101. the world’s largest airship, 
passed over London shortly after half-past 
one to-day, and circled over tle central 
districts for nearly half an hour. The 
streets were crowded, as people flocked 
out of doors to watch the airship as she 
passed overhead at a height of only one 
thousand feet, escorted by three acro- 
planes. The interest displayed was so 
great that traffic in the streets was held 
up for some time, while the roofs of the 
great buildings in the West End were 
covered with spectators. The successful 
flight of to-dav rather controverts the sug 
gestion that the airship is a failure; for 
the journey accomplished was a consider- 
able one. The great trial, however, will 
be when the R101 has to face a storm. 
The vessel is 724 feet long, and has a 
maximum diameter of 131 fect 8 inches, 
with a gas capacity of 35,000,000 cubic 
feet. 


Royal Huntsmen. 


The Prince of Wales is not to hunt this 
season, but both the Duke of York and 
the Duke of Gloucester are making 
arrangements to hunt as in former years. 
The Duke of York has rented Naseby 
Hall, the hunting box he took last year, 
while the Duke of Gloucester has made 
arrangements to hunt from Melton Mow- 
bray, and it is rumoured that he may rent 
a house called Tressilian, the property of 
a local builder. The Duke of York will 
hunt with the Pytchley and the Fernie, 
while the Duke of Gloucester will choose 
between the Cottesmore, the Quorn and 
the Belvoir. Cub-hunting has already 
started, but the hard ground has militated 
against successful sport, and it is hoped 
that there will be a good deal of rain 
before the opening of the real season. 


The America Cup. 


In yachting circles there are rumours 
that Sir Thomas Lipton may not race his 
new Shamrock for the America Cup next 
year, but may take it round the country 
forthe big regattas, in order that they may 
provide trials for the new racing yacht. 
With a handicap the new Shamrock could 
be quite easily raced with the big yachts 
usually seen at these regattas, but it 
would certainly put an end to the wonder- 
ful rivalry now existing between the pre- 
sent Shamrock and the White Heather. 
These two yachts race on a level, and the 
results last year were that, out of forty 
starts, Shamrock won nine firsts, ten 
seconds and one third prize, while the 
White Heather, the property of Lord 
Waring, had forty-five starts, winning 
eight first prizes, nine seconds and seven 
thirds. Under the new conditions which 
are to apply to the next America Cup 
race, the competing yachts have a chance 
of a racing career in their own countries 
afterwards. Previously they have had to 
be broken up immediately after the race 
as being unfit for anything else. 


Radium and Medicine. 


The London Medical Exhibition, opened 
at the Royal Horticultural Hall to-day, 
is for members of the medical profession 
only, though it contains many exhibits 
which would be of the highest interest to 
the public. To-day, for the first time. 
the application of radium as a medical 
agent, as distinct from its surgica] use 
was made known, thus marking a stage 
In its healing virtues as a cure for 
rheumatism, gout, neuritis and kindred 
diseases. The cure is administered hv 
means of water in which a radium con- 
tainer is deposited for some time, and it 
is claimed that the radium activity of 
this water is ten times stronger than that 
of any spa water. Many new inventions 
for use in the medica) and surgical world 
are on view, and among them is one for 
the diagnosis of pernicious anemia. This 
enables the doctor to count by means of 
a photographic slide the red blood 
corpuscles and to measure the red cell 
diameters with rapidity and <ase.

WATERFORD, Monday. 

Great hopes are centred in the Indus- 
trial Exhibition which will be opened 
here to-morrow. Leading citizens belieye 
that it will quicken the spirit of industry 
and progress, and Waterford’s public 
bodies have spared no effort to make it 
worthy of their city. Included in its scope 
are all the city’s trades and manu- 
factures, her numerous attractions, 
matters bearing on her long and note- 
worthy historical associations, her present 
aims and future prospects. 

All phases of the city’s business life 
are represented, Trade, commerce, public 
bodies, private individuals have co- 
operated to promote the city’s interests. 

Already public bodies have started on 
the path of progress. The Corporation, 
the Harbour Commissioners and the 
Chamber of Commerce have set a good 
example. The first-named body has done 
much to improve the municipal services, 
while the Harbour Commissioners have 
begun a series of improvements designed 
to place their port among the 
best in Ireland. These include the deepen- 
ing of the river bed and the construction 
of new wharves which will afford accom- 
modation for ships of larger tonnage. 


A WIDER RANGE. 


Finally, the President and members of 
the Chamber of Commerce—one of the 
most progressive local bodies—have been 
mainly responsible for the promotion of 
the Exhibition.

“I do not believe in the airship. The 
Graf Zeppelin and the English. dirigible 
just represent the acme of achievement in 
this line. They will not be able to im- 
prove substantially on their performance. 

“ What are my plans for the immediate 
future when I get back to America? Well, 
I don’t know definitely myself as yet. I 
am contemplating the possibility of 
taking a job with a flying concern, but I 
do not know sufEcient about it yet to 
decide.”’ 


POPE’S AFFECTION 
FOR IRELAND.

AN ADDRESS TO IRISH 
PILGRIMS. 

From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 

ROME, Monday. 

The Pope gave an audience to-day to 
an Jrish pilgrimage comprising thirty 
priests and 125 Jaymen, led by Monsignor 
Harty, Archbishop of Cashel: Monsignor 
O’Brien, Bishop of Kerry, and Monsignor 
Mulhern, Bishop of Dromore. The 
pilgrims were introduced by Monsignor 
Hagan, Rector of the Irish College in 
Rome. 

The Pontiff first passed along the lines 
of the pilgrims and gave his hand to each 
to kiss, addressing a few words to some. 
He then delivered a short address to 
them, standing in their midst and having 
around him the Irish Bishops and Mon- 
signor Hagan. 

In his address His Holiness welcomed 
the pilgrims as his “ beloved sons,’’ and 
said that the name of Ireland was sufii- 
cient to make their visit to Rome most 
dear and pleasant to his fatherly heart. 

“Ireland,” he stated, “is a name 
dear to all Catholics and to the Church 
itself, because Ireland is called the Island 
of Saints and the Church is the mother 
of saints.’’ 

The Pope recalled with joy and pride 
that, in a certain sense, he visited Ireland 
when he sent there a letter and his Papal 
representative on the dccasion.of the great 
celebrution in Dublin of the centenary of 
the Emancipation ef Irish Catholics; so 
that he looked upon the-coming of the 
present pilgrimage to Rome as returning 
his visit. . 

He afterwards imparted his Apostolic 
Benediction to all the pilgrims, extending 
it to their relations and friends and, 
indeed, to the entire Trish nation.

TRADE OF THE UNITED 
STATES. 
HIGH LEVEL MAINTAINED 
THIS YEAR. 


From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT, 
WASHINGTON, Monday. 

According to Mr. Thomas Lamont, the 
well-known banker, business in.. the 
United States is in a very healthy condi- 
tion, having maintained a high level for 
the first nine months of 1929. 

The output of pig-iron and steel ingots, 
usually regarded as ‘‘a reflector of in- 
dustrial conditions,” is more than seven- 
teen per cent. greater than that of last 
vear. Silk consumption showed more than 
nine per cent. gain.

YESTERDAY'S EVIDENCE. 

When the case was resumed yesterday 
afternoon, Mr. Georce Ireland Russell was 
called. He said that he was Chairman of 
the Porchester Trust, Ltd., of Gracechurch 
street. His co-directors were the defendant 
Daniels and Mr. John Gialdini. He was 
also senior partner in W. Russell and Co., 
stockbrokers. From time to time the 
Trust had had business dealings with the 
Austin Friars Trust, Ltd.,:and) Corpora- 
tion and General Securities, Ltd. 

In the books of the Porchester Trust 
there ‘was a loan account of the Austin 
Friars Trust, Ltd. On July 15th this 
year the accounts, showed ‘that. Austin 
Friars Trust owed the Porchester Trust 
£322,100. Setntfities held by the Por- 
chester, Trust “included Birmingham 
Corporation Stock. to the value of £341,186. 
On the 16th witness went to Pinners Hall 
and asked Mr. Daniels if some of the 
Birmingham Stock held by the Porchester 
Trust ‘was inelutled in the sale of Birming- 
ham Stock by Austin Friars. 

Mr. Daniels said: he would take up 
£300,000. worth of Birmingham Stock and 
give witness in exchange £200,000 Wake- 
field Stock and £100,000 in cash. “I said 
[ thought I ought to have more cash,” said 
Mr. Russell, ‘‘and eventually I agreed 
with Tabor to have £105,000 in cash and 
£200,000 in the ES Stock.” 

Witness said that Fhe Porchester Trust 
had borrowed from W.. Russell and Co., 
who had in turn borrowed from the banks. 
He arranged with the bank managers that 
they should each take a proportionate part 
of cash and Wakefield Stock in exchange 
for releasing Birmingham Stock. Birming- 
ham Stock was delivered to Austin Friars 
Trust, the Porchester Trust receiving 
Wakefield. Stock certificates in exchance. 
When, he consented to the release of the 
Birmingham Stock he believed that the 
Wakefield. Scrip,for £200,000 was genuine 
and authorised. He later had a conversa- 
tion with Hatry, Daniels and Gialdini, 
who spoke of a further loan to Austin 
Friars Trust. He told them ‘that he 
could not lend the sum of £156,000 unless 
other loans, including the Wakefield one, 
were taken up. Daniels stated that the 
Wakefield Stock would be taken up about 
the middle of Atgust, as they had a 
purchaser for it.

SCALE OF PENALTIES FOR

The Executive Committee of the Inter- 
national Federation of Journalists this 
afternoon adopted the Statutes of the 
International Court of Honour for 
Journalists. 
The Court is being set up for the purpose 
of settling all differences affecting profes- 
sional honour which may arise between 
journalists of different nationalities, or 
between journalists and non-journalists. 
The Court will not be competent to deal 
with differences which may arise between 
journalists of the same nationality. 
The Court will be composed of a 
President, two permanent judges, two non- 
permanent judges, and a number of deputy 
judges. The President and the permanent 
judges will be appointed by the Executive 
Committee of the International Federation 
of Journalists. 
The penalties which will be invoked by 
the Court will be: (1) Warning, (2) repri- 
mand, (3) a declaration that the offender 
is unworthy of exercising the profession of 
a journalist, and that a request shall be 
addressed to his national organisation for 
his exclusion and permanent disqualifica- 
tion, 
‘SPOKEN JOURNALISM,”

In a leading article The Times to-day 
observes :—-The Prime Minister has left New 
York for Ottawa after a series of engage- 
ments in the United States, which culminated 
in the speech delivered on Friday night at 
a dinner organised by the Council of Foreign 
Relations. 

The collaboration of the broadcasting 
stations made it a speech to the whole Con- 
tinent and the public climax of his visit, 
and Mr. Macdonald, with a sense of the 
occasion and of the unseen audience, used it 
a3 a final and moving appeal for the support 
and understanding of public opinion im all 
that has now to be done to turn profession 
into policy. 

Vrogress in that conversion has, of course, 
already been made. It is patent in the pro- 
visional agreement on parity in cruisers which 
was reached before the Prime Minister’s visit 
began. it will be continued in Canada, when 
Mr. Macdonald and Mr. Mackenzie King will, 
no doubt, discuss the Canadian bearings of 
the conversations in the Rapidan camp.

If such an agreement be completed, it will 
be a welcome gift to the preparatory Com- 
mission that is working on disarmament both 
by land and sea at Geneva, and a powerful 
example for the establishment of armament 
agreements by land. With these in Europe 
it is organically linked, yet not so that the 
slower progress of disarmament by land need 
halt the reduction and fixation of armaments 
by sea. 

A COMMON DEFINITION. 

If it proves possible for the Five-Power 
Conference to arrive at a common definition 
of relative naval needs and a settled dis- 
tribution of naval power, then the signatories 
would have no good object to serve in delay- 
ing the operation of their own agreement, 
and the subsequent task of the main Dis- 
armament Conference would be so much the 
clearer. 

But the whole movement for a reduction of 
armaments depends finally upon how much 
the various international undertakings to 
abstain from war and to prefer’ arbitration 
or concilatfon to war have done for the 
general sense of security, and it is to that 
side of the movement that the British and 
American nations, if any, should have some- 
thing to coutribute from their own practice.

DE-RATING IN 
THE FREE STATE. 


COMMISSION TO BE 
APPOINTED. 


£2,000,000 NEEDED. 


TOWN DWELLERS 
WOULD HAVETO PAY 


By Oung POLITICAL CORRESPONDENT. 


The de-rating of agricultural land and 
industry is to be the subject of a Com- 
mission which will shortly be appointed 
by the Irish Free State Executive 
Council. Ministers, it appears, have an 
open mind on the question; but, follow- 
ing the plea frequently made in the Dail 
that Free State agriculture is at an 
unfair disadvantage because of the exist- 
ence of Rating Relief Acts in Great 
Britain and Northern Ireland; they have 
resolved to have the problem thoroughly 
investigated by a representative Commis- 
sion, with wide terms of reference. 

The Commission will have a difficult 
task to perform ; for de-rating in the Free 
State is a matter vastly different from 
that in Great Britain and Nortltern Ire- 
land. It will involve, first, the raising 
of something like £2,000000 by a 
harassed Minister for Finance, and the 
only way to get the money is by addi- 
tional national taxation. 


FARMER WOULD BENEFIT. 


Applied to industry in the Free State, 
de-rating presents little difficulty because 
there are very few large scale productive 
concerns, but the de-rating of agriculture 
is a larger problem. 

Undoubtedly, the large farmer would 
benefit substantially and the small 
farmer in a lesser degree, but the town 
dweller would suffer hardships from the 
additional burden of taxation that would 
be levied upon him, while he would get 
virtually nothing from it. 

De-rating would involve also, in its 
application in the Free State, a complete 
revision of local government administra- 
tion. These and other points for and 
against the proposal will be carefully con- 
sidered by the Commission, which, I under- 
stand, will have a lawyer for its chairman. 

On October Ist Rating Relief Acts came 
into full operation in Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland. In Great Britain pro- 
ductive industry, including mines, 
minerals, railways, factories and work- 
shops, is relieved of three-quarters of its 
rates, amounting, it is estimated, to 
£26,000,000 a year, and in Northern 
Ireland the De-Rating Committee 
estimates that agricultural land and farm 
buildings rating relief amounts to 
£490,000, relief to industry £140,000, and 
relief upon freight charges £40,000.

The problem of coast erosion in the 
Trish Free State is to be the subject of 
inquiry by an Inter-departmental Com- 
mittee, which has just been set up by the 
Minister for Local Government. 

Wide terms of reference have been 
given to the Committee, which will 
examine and report upon the erosion that 
is already taking place, that which may 
be anticipated, the nature and effect of 
the damage which has or may be done in 
the future, the cost of preventing the 
damage and measures that may be taken 
to secure increased protection from coast 
erosion. 

The members of the Inter-departmental 
Committee are:—Sir Philip Hanson, 
Chairman of the Office of Public Works 
(Chairman); Mr. Nicholas O’Dwyer, of 
the Department of Local Government and 
Public Health; Mr. F. J. Cawley, of the 
Department of Industry and Commerce, 
and Mr. A. Hassard. 

The damage done by erosion at Grey- 
stones and the menace of similar damage 
at The Murrough, -Wicklow, will, of 
course, receive the attention of the Com- 
mittee.

t, when. Proessor J. M. O'Sullivan, 
Free State Minister for Education, gave an 
address on “ The work of the Irish delegates 
at the tenth As:embly of the League of 
Nations.” 

Professor O’Suv livan, at the outset, said 
that he would endeavour, as far as possible, 
to avoid repeating what he ‘had said in his 
previous lecture on the League. On the last 
dceasion he had dealt specially with the 
Assembly in general and the result of the 
work of the Assembly, but now he would try 
rather to discuss partly their own work at the 
League, and partly also Ireland's attitude 
towards the League. 

They found the work extremely heavy, and 
it would grow heavier every year, owing to 
the increasing interest that the Irish Free 
State was compelled to take in the affairs of 
the League. Every time he went to the 
League of Nations he was more and more 
convinced of the importance of the work 
done there from the point of view. of. the 
advancement of good-will between the nations, 
and also from the point of view of the Irish 
Free State. 

The necessity for their taking a very serious: 
and increasing part in the work of the 
League, not merely in the genera! interest, 
_ but in their own interest, was more and more 
borne in upon him. Their nationality—their 
nationhood—was not a mere potentiality; it 
was something that had begun to live 
by practice, by exercising itself, by work. 
He referred to the keen interest that. the 
British. Empire was taking in the League, 
and to the strong delegation which England 
sent there this year. For us, also, he said. 
it became necessary not to weaken, but to 
strengthen, our delegation. The meetings of 
the League gave them excellent oppor- 
tunities for meeting statesmen from other 
countries, and he could say. from their point 
of view, that they had found increasing in- 
terest in the position and prospects of this 
country. 

There were many matters to be cleared up. 
and there always was in conversation an 
opportunity of clearing them up. A _ great 
deal of useful work had been done at Geneva, 
and the Free State delegates had always pur- 
sued such a policy that any Government that 
came after them could not consider it hurt- 
ful to their national interests or to the ob- 
ligations which they had taken to other 
countries. They had kept that policy and 
aim continually before them. 

CLAIM TO A SEAT. 

In mentioning that the Free State intended 
to he a candidate for a seat on the Council 
of the League, Professor O'Sullivan said that 
such membership was important. as the Coun- 
cil was the Government of the League. There 
had been a certain amount of criticism of 
their action in that respect, but there was 
only one phase of it in which there might 
be something. He had seen the criticism ex- 

ressed in the question—‘' Was there in Ire- 
fund a knowledge of the elementals of inter- 
step?”

‘They 
had never hesitated in the belief that their 
obligations as members of the British Com- 
monwealth of Nations were to be fulfilled, 
and their obligations as members of the 
League they had also fulfilled. These, he

' keen to get an understanding with everybody, 
and certainly with every other member of the 
British Commonwealth, politically, nationally 
and economically.

icy was sound, and was, in fact, for the 
safety of the nation.” 

ACCEPTANCE OF THE TREATY. — 

When they accepted the Treaty, said 
Professor O'Sullivan, they did not do it with 
their tongues in their cheeks. He felt that 
, few statesmen, if any. who ever dealt with 
members of the Irish Government, in Geneva 
or elsewhere, had the slightest doubt in the 
matter. 
and the League of Nations was a re 
organisation—a very different institution trom 
what it was when it was formed. 
The growth of the British Commonwealth 
was a matter that had interested a number 
of acuie minds on the Continent. Anyone 
who watched that development within the 
past dozen years would be astounded. It 
was one of the most important ee am de- 
velopments that could be wate 1ed—-so in- 
teresting that it was sometimes exceedingly 
difficult to grasp. But in politics there 
were some minds that could deal only with a 
dead letter of the law. One type could 
not understand the living force in a political 
body like a nation. The other type was more 
trappings and the in- 
. gtitutions that had outworn their use than to 
~ . the actual spirit. 

One of the principal aims of the Saorstat 
~ Government was to encourage a spirit of 
national self-respect. His party had always 
tried to have that spirit cultivated and in- 
culeated, but they had not always received 
the support to which, perhaps, the nation 
was entitled. 

THE CASE OF CANADA. 

““T am convinced,”’ he said, “that it is

LABOUR SENATOR’S. VIEWS. 

Senator O'Farrell, Irish Secretary, Railway 
Clerks’ Association, speaking at a meeting of 
the Cork Branch of the Association, said that 
the position of transport in the Free State 
was chaotic to a degree, He understood that 
legislation dealing with the control and 
regulation of transport in Dublin and district 
would shortly be introduced, but he thought 
it most unbusinesslike to attempt to deal with 
the transport problems of the city while leav- 
ing the rest of the country untouched. 

In regard to the railway position, he said 
it was a matter of widespread comment that, 
with the single exception of the G.S.R., the 
receipts of all other Irish railways whose 
‘figures were published showed an upward 
tendency this. year. The road transport 
activities of the company would explain the 
reduction in passenger receipts, but did not 
explain the reductions in respect of goods and 
live stock, seeing that this particular kind 
of traffic was increasing on all other systems. 
It was time the G.S.R. showed its. receipts 
from “buses as well as from rails, seeing that 
thev were parts of the one concern. 

The transition stage through which the 
railways were passing required the greatest 
possible co-operation between companies and 
employés. This the latter were trying 
earnestly to give, but he regretted to say all 
sorts of avoidable difficulties were being 
éreated by the unfortunate attitude of the 
G.8.R. Company towards its employés. By 
the dismissal without compensation of large 
numbers of long-service efficient employés of 
all grades the company were trying to render 
abortive the compensation clauses of the Rail- 
wavs Act. 

If the test cases shortly to be heard by the 
Railway Arbitrator proved unsuccessful, he 
mee it, would be the bounden duty of the 

sovernment to introduce legislation to give 
effect. to what were undoubtedly the inten- 
tions. of the Oireachtas.

What might have resulted in a very serious 
outbreak of inter-tribal warfare has been 
averted by the timely efforts of a single 
European police constable. 

Trouble had been brewing for some 
time past between the Masai and Lumbwa 
tribesboth old-time antagonists—over a 
number of cattle raids in the border areas, 
with the result that the young Masai warriors 
got out of hand. The elders of the tribe 
then gathered a war-like array preparatory 
to invading the Lumbwa reserve. 

Hearing of the danger, a policeman in an 
out-station went to the Masai reserve alone 
and met a force of about two hundred men 
armed with shields and fighting spears. The 
policeman succeeded in persuading the 
warriors to return to their homes, and went 
back to his lonely station. 

MORE WAR-CRIES. 

He was then informed that the Lumbwa 
war-cry had been raised, and set off at once 
in the opposite direction. He soon met a 
large band of armed Lumbwa warriors pre- 
paring to receive the Masai invasion. Again 
he advised caution, 

Obtaining reinforcements, the policeman 
me guards at vantage points along the 
youndary. His words had the desired effect, 
however, and the Lumbwa tribe dispersed. 

Thus a serious situation was averted by the 
brave action of a single white man, although 
at one period the natives were in a state of 
warlike frenzy. 


A FILM OF THE WEEK. 


“HIGH TREASON "" AT THE 
METROPOLE CINEMA. 


If for no other reason than that it is an 
all-dialogue production which is not laaed on 
a sensational crime or murder basis, ' High 
Treason,”’ at the Metropole Cinema, Dublin, 
this week, is worth seeing. 

It is, however, a picture which has a much 
wider appeal. There is nothing more entertain- 
ing than indulgence in speculation as to what 
a future generation may be like. In his day 
there was no more popular figure than Jules 
Verne, whose dream stories of a future world, 
far-fetched as they appeared to be at the 
time, have in these later days been more than 
realised. In the present age of scientific 
accomplishment there is presented to the 
writer of inventive genius fuller scope for 
picture-painting of a world of @ generation to 
come. 

It is such a picture that is presented in 
“High Treason.”” Based on a play by 
Pemberton Billing, there is drawn a very 
interesting canvas of the world as it may very 
well be in the year 1940. As the author then 
sees it, it is 4 world of which everywhere 
bears witness to man’s scientific achievement. 
The London of those days shows a new 
Charing Cross Bridge, double-deck streets. 
aeroplanes and airships which, by means of 
helicopters, take off from roofs of buildings. 
Air liners are in common use, and there is 
the Channel Tunnel. Over and above all 
these things, wireless has advanced enor- 
mously, and with it there is television, the 
sound and picture being simultaneously 
broadcast. 

This is the material which the film- 
producer has had at his hand in this film, and 
it has been splendidly worked upon. In no 
respect can one say that any particular 
development here suggested may not actually 
come about. They would all appear to be 
perfectly natural developments, even the 
mechanical jazz band, with its full range of 
instruments, operated by one eleetrician. 
Indeed. there is such a strong flavour of 
actuality about all these scientific marvels 
that one readily accepts them, and the picture 
is never too fantastic. 

Ten years hence it is not inconceivable that 
the European States might be brought 
together into one great Federation, with a 
somewhat similar grouping of the Trans- 
Atlantic States. That is what the author has 
suggested, and he draws a picture of the 
efforts of a cosmopolitan group, backed by an 
[International Armaments Corporation, to pre- 
cipitate war between the European and 
Atlantic States. 

HUMAN FACTOR LITTLE CHANGED. 

But, although scientific development has 
made such enormous strides, the human factor 
has changed very little. Despite the highly 
mechanised conditions, despite the member- 
ship of millions to which the movement for 
a world league of peace has grown, the author 
shows how little changed is man himself. 
Tne soldiers of the different States on the 
frontier are as ready. as ever they were in the 


‘past to fly at each other’s throats on the 


slightest provocation. In the film a game of 
cards leads to a frontier outrage which pre- 
cipitates a world crisis. The advocates of war 
add as their contribution the wrecking of a 
London to Paris express in the Channel 
Tunnel. The war $ords unloose their dogs, 
and in the end the world is saved frum 
frightful carnage and destruction by militant 
action on the part of the leader of the League 
of Peace. 

The story lends itself readily to spectacular 
efiects, and it would be hard to conceive any 
staging more realistic than the scenes depict- 
ing the wreck of the Channel express or the 
bombing of the headquarters of the League 
of Peace. The hum of every-day life in the 
Cities of London and New York in the years 
Emer, has also been very well produced. 

he acting is on a high level, particularly 
that of Humberston Wright as Dr. Seymour, 
of the League of Peace. 

On the whole, it is a.fine and stirring pro- 
duction, well worth seeing. 


OLYMPIA THEATRE. 


ENTERTAINMENT OF A 
VARIED NATURE. 


Variety, comedy, and a film make up the 
bill for the Olympia Theatre, Dublin, this 
week. The best of the stage entertain- 
ments were the selections given by Alec C. 
Kryer and the Olympia Band. This com- 
pany gave a thoroughly enjoyable perfor- 
mance, which was warmly appiauded. Alex. 
C. Fryer, apart from being a competent con- 
ductor, is a pleasing singer and an accom- 
plished violinist, whose individual contribu- 
tions were greatly appreciated. ‘The Langue 
Kids are dove! scrobhte and dancers. Mai 
Neville and Company groduced the one act 
comedy sketch, “The Young Man from 
Rathmines,’ with which Dublin people 
already are familiar.

| FIRST TRIP OF 
THE R101. 


COMMANDER QUITE 
‘ SATISFIED. 


“EVERYTHING WENT 
OFF WELL.” 


With fourteen guests on board and a 
full crew, making filty-two people in all, the 
world’s largest airship, the R101, left 
Cardington yesterday on her maiden ey om 
at 11.20 a.m., and returned safely to her 
moorings at 4.55 p.m. m—' 

There were rousing cheers from the crowd 
of onlookers when the flight started, and 
as Sir John Higgins, representing the Air 
Council, went up the electric lift to the 
airship, cries of “ Good luck to you all” 
followed him. 

Hot luncheon was served to the guests 
on board, the menu being soup, roast 
mutton and vegetables, fruit salad cheese 
and biscuits, coffee. : 

The moment the airship was free and 
it was evident that she had justified the 
hopes of her designer, the cheers of the 
crowd broke out. 

There was no fuss nor bother with the 
operations before her release. 

One could hear only the voice of the 
commander calling out his orders through 
a megaphone. For about half-an-hour 
the ship was manceuvred over the heads 
of the spectators, swinging around into 
the wind and rising and falling slowly. 
Then, after rising to two thousand feet, 
the ship moved off in a south-westerly 
direction. | 

The British Air Ministry yesterday 
morning issued the following official state- 
ment: “ Airship R101 left mooring tower 
at 11.19 to-day for first trial flight. 
Crew, 38; passengers, 14; freight, nil.” 

“ SHE IS A FINE SHIP.” 

“I have thoroughly enjoyed the trip; 
she is a fine ship and we may expect fine 
things from her,” was the verdict of Air- 
Marshal Sir John Higgins, as he emerged 
from the R101 on her return to Carding- 
ton after her five and a-half hours’ maiden 
flight. 

Only a skeleton crew was carried, 
numbering thirty-eight, and there were 
fourteen visitors. The H 101 was back 
over the aerodrome an hour before ‘she 
was due, and the ship was moored in 
forty minutes. There was a fresh south- 
westerly wind blowing at nearly twenty 
miles an hour. The airship rose beauti- 
fully from the mooring mast; she passed 
over London travelling so low that the roar 
of the engines could be easily heard in the 
city streets near St. Paul’s Cathedral. 

STORY OF THE FLIGHT. 

The story of the flight was told by 
Major Scott to a Press representative :— 

- So far as the trials carried out to-day 
and on Sunday are concerned,’’ he said, 
‘‘I am absolutely satisfied with the ship. 
We are more than pleased with her; she 
has come up to our highest expectations. 

‘We set off at 11.20 and circled over 
Bedford at a thousand feet for nearly an 
hour; then we set our course up wind and 
gradually rose to two thousand feet to test 
the gas valves. We were then running on 
two engines ; at 12.50 we went on to three 
engines to test her cruising speed. We 
reached a speed of fifty-eight miles an 
hour, which was more than .we ex pected, 
with three engines, for her first flight. 
Travelling at that speed we set her nose 
for London.”’ 

Lieutenant-Colonel V. C. Richmond, the 
designer of the ship, said :— 

‘I agree with Major Scott—she is a 
beauty. It may be necessary to carry out 
slight adjustments, but the probability is 
that another flight will be made on 
Wednesday.” 

- TRIALS NOT COMPLETED. 

There will be at least four more flights 
before the ship will be certified as having 
completed her trials, When her nose was 
being fitted into a coupling of the mooring 
mast a hook caught in the canvas and 
ripped open a few inches: the damage 
was, however, repaired in half-an-hour.

It was found, indeed, that the principles 
pf the free port, as strictly applied to foreign 
rade, lent themselves to the develorment of 
ocal trade and the creation of consignment 
arkets. Germany has seven free ports, of 
which the outstanding example is Hamburg. 
weden has established free ports at Stock- 
olm, Gothenburg and Malmo, Denmark at 
openhagen, Norway at Oslo. Spain made a 
tart with Cadiz in 1914, Barcelona in 1916 
nd Bilbao and Santander in 1918. France 
has been coquetting with the idea for several 
ears, whilst in U.8.A. a bill has been pre- 
nted to Congress to establish free ports. 


DOMESTIC BENEFIT. 

A free port can serve either the export 
ir the domestic trade of the country, or both, 
nd eventually it will do so if started in 
he interest of the former. The proposal of a 
ree port for Dublin is made in the direct 
interest of the domestic trade, keeping clearly 
n view that increased protection is beinn 
ore largely resorted to by almost all 
ountries, and that eventually the existence of 
uch a free zone may become the instrument of 
ME and fostering a successful foreign 
ade. 

In my opinion, said Mr. Mallagh, it is to 
i. ultra-modern development of the prin- 
iples underlying the free port idea that con- 
ideration and attention should be directed by 
tat Eireann. Why should not the 
pvernment refer an inquiry of this nature 
o the Tariff Commission, strengthened by 
epresentatives of shipping and commerce? 


THREE INTERESTS. 
Traffic follows the line of least resistance, 
vith saving of time, labour and money. Mer- 
hants and shippers handling dutiable or 
ther goods through a Customs port are 
painfully aware of the delays inseparable 
rom Customs control. Shipowners main. 
ain that port authorities are asleep and 
annot get through the simple job of load- 
ig or unloading with the expedition which 
s necessary if ships are to i 
The problem, then, is how to alter the 
onditions at the port of Dublin, so that it 
ay become increasingly popular and attrac- 
ive to these three interested classes—pro- 
jucers, importers and shipowners. 


THE ADVANTAGES. 
A free port would—(1) abolish the delay 
nd annoyance due to Customs entry and 
learance of both ship and cargo; (2) tend to 
gualise the volume of incoming and out- 
ing cargoes and hence lower freight 
harges ; (3) cut down terminal charges owing 
o the concentration of work and the expedi- 
ion in handling and storing; (4) by 
andling traffic economically and expedi- 
lously encourage and give impetus to surplus 
woduction, and thus benefit shippers, con- 
ignees and consumers; (5) save interest on 
rge sums of money by evading the tying 
p of funds for Customs duties whilst goods 
re held in warehouses; (6) stimulate the 
rowth of exporting firms and enable them to 
@old goods for set periods without the pay: 
ent of dutv. 
EXPEDITIOUS HANDLING. 
A laden. ship is earning for its owners 
hilst at sea, but is a wasting asset once it 
i berthed alongside a quay. Owners naturally 
fant ships to as short a time as possible 
nh harbour. To effect this, port authorities 
just provide the most. efficient loading and 
ischarging equipment. Ample and con. 
*nient storage is required alongside quays. 
ip-repairing facilities must be provided. 
If the ship is within a free port no red 
ipe need cause delay. Work can begin 
mediately (day or night) once the ship is 
iongside. The cargo can be discharged in 
y order or in any state of confusion that 
e conditions of loading have made most 
nvenient, and the ship is free to reload for 
other port, if cargo has offered, days hefqge 
would have been cleared in a Customs port. 
The immediate result of such expeditious 
ndling would be that lower freights would 
accepted to and from the free port at 
ublin than in competing ports like Belfast, 
verpool and Glasgow. |

lí the cargo contained dutiable goods, ihe 
merchant would have full authority over his 
goods.

In so far as I am aware, the rates on goods 
are identical in each free port and its ad- 
oining Custom controlled or. “ parent ’’ port. 


The financial arrangements in connection with 


the Lombardy warrants of the warehousing 
section require careful consideration, as pro- 
vision must be made to secure advances to 
the extent of 60 per cent. to 75 per cent. of 
the value of warehoused cargoes at a reason- 
able rate of interest, it being essential that 
importers shall keep their capital resources as 
liquid as possible. This is one of the mang 
matters in which the assistance of the State 
will be necessary if a free port is to 
materialise. 

With regard to the finance required for the 
necessary works and equipment, this has to a 
large extent been provided by the Port 
Board, but much special work would be 
required. 

Generally speaking, it can be said that the 
State in other countries has either contributed 
largely or made loans towards these special 
works. 1 might quote the case of Hamburg, 
which was given a large grant towards the 
setting up of the free port. 

THE FRAMEWORK, 

The suggested site would include within the 
free port all the most modern quays and 
berths, the newest equipment and the finest 
facilities at Deblin—laciiities and equipment 
which I venture to say are not approached 
by any other port in Ireland. The Port 
Board has provided an excellent framework 
for a free port. It remains for the Govern- 
ment to investigate the proposal! in all its 
relations to the trade of Saorstat Eireann, 
and, if satisfied, grant to Dublin powers to 
work a free port, and thus enable the whole 
country to reap the full advantages of the 
very large expenditure which the Port Board 
has incurred. 

A free port could be started off under ideal 
conditions, the expenditure required would be 
a minimum, and the results, in my opinion, 
would be such an increase in traffic aud trade 
as would make itself felt in the furthest part 
of Saorstat Eireann. 

Mr. Mallagh distributed copies of a map of 
the port and of the area suggested for the 
use of the free port. 

THE DISCUSSION. 

Mr. J. J. Keane, moving a vote of thanks 
to Mr. Mallagh, said that he would like to 
know if the establishment of a free port at 
Dublin would benefit, not only Dublin, but 
the rest of Ireland. 

Mr. Charles Jacob, seconding, said that he 
thought ‘‘ free zone ' would be a better name 
than ''free port.” It certainly would be of 
great benefit to Dublin to have a free port, 
and eventually it would benefit the whole 
country, and it would help to give employ- 
ment generally. It would be of especial 
benefit to those engaged in oversea trade, 
and it, would bring trade to Dublin indirectly, 
if not directiy. 

Mr: ©. McGloughlin said that he would not 
favour a free port for Dublin if it had the 
effect of injuring the trade of the rest of 
Ireland. He feared that it would benefit the 
foreigner more than it would the trade and 
agriculture of this country. 

Mr. Mallagh, replying to the discussion, 
said that the advantages of the free port 
would he that the merchant paid no duties 
on goods imported until he had sold them 
and sent them away. There would be no loss 
to the revenue. © The merchant would not 
have to pay duty on the whiole consignment, 
as was the case at present, and that would 
be a great advantage to the importer, arising 
from the low rates that would follow.

CANADIAN COMMISSIONER 
ON TRADE PROGRESS, 


HOW IRELAND MIGHT 
BENEFIT,

The usual monthly luncheon of the Mann- 
facturers’ Agents’ Association was held at 
Wynn's Hotel, Dublin, yesterday. Mr. J. J. 
©’Sullivan, President, was in the chair, and 
there were forty-two members of the Dublin 
Branch present. Seven members, including 
Mr. J. McMurrough, P.C., London, wrote 
apologising for their absence. 

The President, in an opening speech, in 
which he thanked the members for the large 
attendance, and welcomed the new members, 
said that the Association met te extend a 
cordial and enthusiastic welcome to Mr. John 
H. English, the Canadian Government Trade 
Commissioner, who had come to tell them of 
the development of the country which he re- 
presented in the Irish Free State. Mr. Eng- 
lish, he said, had done Trojan service for the 
members of the Association by placing them 
in touch with Canadian manufacturers. Mr 
O'Sullivan also took the opportunity to wel- 
come Mr. W. Woods-Hill. 

Mr. English prefaced his speech by remark- 
mg that the subject was a brief story of the 
action of a small nation, and one, he believed. 
which might apply to Ireland. On July Ist, 
1927, he said, Canada celebrated her diamond 
jubilee of Confederation and of her birthday 
as a Dominion, and it was then a general] 
stock-taking was instituted to determine what 
progress and advancement Ganada hed made 
during this first period of her growth. The 
results were, perhaps, more astonishing to 
Canadians than to others. It was in 1867 that 
Canada became the first British Dominion. 
Like Canada, the Irish Free State was also a 
dominion on exactly the same basis—an in- 
tegral part of the British Empire. But 
Canada and Ireland had a great deal more 
in common than some other parts of the 
Commonwealth. They in Canada felt a great 
debt of gratitude to Ireland for the magnifi- 
cent contributions that she had made in the 
past in services and man-power to their 
country. Irishmen had figured prominently 
in Canadian history from the earliest times. 
In 1763 Canada was finally captured from the 
French by an Irishman—Wolfe, now a 
national hero. During the later struggle for 
existence Lord Dufferin was an Irishman; and 
then, at the time of Confederation in 1867, 
when Canada finally became a united 
country and a dominion, it was another Irish- 
man, D’Arcy Magee, who took a prominent 
part ir the negotiations, and who was now 
styled as one of the fathers of Canadian 
Confederation. 

Nearly sixty years later the Irish Free 
State came to Canada for guidance, and the 
Free State Constitution was in many respects 
based on that of Canada. Canadians felt 
happy, he sa,d, that they had been able to 
return in some small measure the magnificent 
services of Irishmen to their wide country. 

Canada, said Mr. English, was one hundred 
and thirteen times the area of Ireland, and 
some thousands of square miles larger than 
the United States, including Alaska. From 
the position of an undeveloped country fifty. 
years ago, Canada had now moved forward 
to that of fifth place among the great trad- 
ing nations of the world, being surpassed 
only by the four great trading nations—Great 
Britain, United States, Germany and France. 
While the country had increased in popula- 
tion during the past sixty years in the ratio 
of three to one, in every field of economic 
endeavour she had developed to many times 
that ratio. No other country had recorded 
greater economic progress in the past few 
years than Canada. : 

Agriculture continued to be the basic in- 
dustry of the country, and, although it had 


“ reached a very high degree of expansion, of 


the 358 million acres of tillage land in 
Canada, there still remained nearly 200 mil- 
lion acres. In fisheries, forestry, dairying 
and mining the story of Canada’s develop- 
ment was rapid and picturesque. 
Canada’s mineral production had increased 
from £15,000,000 in 1901 to £57,000,000 in 
1928. Her manufacturing industries had 
shown equally rapid acmrwvs, Á Fifty-two per 
cent. of Ler total exports were made up of 
fully-manufactured commodities. 

Continuing, Mr. English said that for many 
years Canada has realised that her prosperity 
depended on her ability to sell her surplus 
goods in the markets of the world, for no 
nation of the world can long exist by living 
unto itself alone. 

Realising this fact, that despite her wealth 
of natural resources she must depend upon 
the markets of the world for her prosperity, 
some thirty years ago she took two very 
important and far-reaching steps. The first 
was the granting of preferential tariff treat- 
ment on the importation of goods of British 
manufacture. Canada’s desire to buy Empire 
goods was given special impetus when, some 
thirty years ago, on her own initiative she 


extended preferential tariff treatment to l: 
British products, 
At that time Great Britain was a free 


trade country, so that there was no question 
of reciprocal preferential treatment. In 1922, 
when the Free State was formed,” Canada 
extended full preferential treatment to the 
products of this country, so that to-day Irish 
products which are dutiable on _ entering 
Canada pay a lower rate of duty than similar 
goods from non-British countries. The second 
important step was the establishment of a 
Commercial Intelligence Service—a_ service 
of trade commissioners for the promotion of 
Canadian export trade abroad, and the first 
service of its kind to be established by any 
country. 

With this end in view, in 1892, the 
Government of Canada despatched her first 
trade commissioner or commercial agent, as 
he was then known, to the West Indies, and 
since then the service has been creatlv 
enlarged, until to-day Canada was represented 
hy this means in thirty-one of the stratecic 
centres of the world. Speaking frankly, the 
efforts of the Commercial Intelligence Service 
are directed primarily and almost wholly to 
the development of Canadian export trade; 
nut, realising that trade cannot be one-sided, 
Canadians were always only too willing and 
happv to assist potential exporters in this 
conntry to Canada. 

The Vice-President, Mr. W. A. McComas, 
prorosed a vote of thanks to Mr. English, 
and Mr. O'Rourke seconded.

Within the next few days the Port of 
Dublin will lose one of its best-known figures 
in the person of Mr. John J. Chute, whe is 
retiring after quarter of a century's employ- 
ment in the pilotage service, at the advanced 
age of seventy-nine years. Mr, Chute is the 
undoubted doyen of the Dublin pilots, and 
almost certainly the oldest practising pilot in 
the world. : 

The /rish Times representative who sought 
out Mr, Chute was directed to the Ellerman 
fruit steamer Oporto, which was lying at the 
North Wall, flying the Blue Peter, an indica- 
tion that she was on the point of departure. 
Mr. Chute, a small, alert figure, was marching 
briskly to and fro on the bridge deck, waiting 
until it was time to “take her out.” One was 
impressed by the aquiline features and the 
keen grey eyes, which darted quick glances 
in all directions during the whole interview, 
noting everything moving in the river 

WENT TO SEA 64 YEARS AGO. 

Sixty-four years ago Mr. Chute went to 
sea, as deckboy in a Dublin trawler, his 
father having been at sea before him. Here 
he rapidly rose to become a fully-qualified 
fisherman, and ultimately master of a trawler, 
Later he became master of a 75-ton yacht, 
owned hy the late Mr. Henry Vincent Jackson. 
In 1891 he secured a second class pilot’s cer- 
tificate, and soon afterwards became a fully- 
qualified first-class pilot. Since that time 
he has piloted many famous ships into Dublin, 
notably the full-rigged — Prince Consort, 
which he actually sailed right up to her berth, 
an extraordinarily difficult piece of seaman- 
ship. He tells of having boarded a barque 
between the Kish Lightship and Howth, and 
then having been blown clean out of the Bay 
for two whole days by a south-easterly gale. 

His duties entail piloting ships in and out 
of the port. at all times and in all weathers. 
This means that he has frequently to climb 
down a wildly swaying rope ladder by the 
light of a hurricane lantern held cver the 
ship’s side, and jump from the ladder into a 
small boat, plunging dizzily wp and down in 
a heavy sea. Such a feat calls for the agility 
of a cat, and is almost incredible when per- 
formed by a man who has long passed the 
allotted span of three score years and ten. 
Some three years ago Mr. Chute injured his 
leg when leaving a vessel in this manner, and 
was confined to bed for a few days, tor the 
first time in his life. When asked how he 
proposed to spend his retirement, he an- 
nounced with a salty chuckle that he would 
become a “ surveyor of public buildings,”’ 


BELFAST JOINERS’ 
STRIKE,

PROTEST AGAINST ACTION 
OF EXECUTIVE. 

There is keen resentment among the 
shipyard joiners on strike at Belfast at the 
action of their Nationa] Executive in deciding 
to submit the dispute in Belfast to a national 
ballot in conjunction with all outstanding 
wage and overtime questions. 

The Belfast dispute arose out of the refusal 
of the shipbuilding firms to grant an increase 
of 3s. per week in wages, and the strike has 
been in procress for over six months. The 
men contend that the dispute is a local one, 
but since its inception the firms have joined 
the Shipbuilding Federation. The Executive 
of the Federation and the Executive of the 
Woodworkers’ Society agreed to submit the 
Belfast dispute to arbitration,. but the men on 
strike, by 1.278 votes to 223 votes, rejected 
this proposal. 


STRIKE COMMITTEE'S RESOLUTION. 
At a meeting of the Strike Committee a 
resolution has heen passed unanimouslv 


declaring :—*‘‘ That, after hearing the report on 
the conference held in London on October 7 
hetween our representatives and the National 
Emplovers. we vrotest vehemently acainst the 
action of the National FExecntive Council in 
proposing to the National FEmplovers a 
manifest proposition he submitted to the vote 
of the whole membershin of our society that 
it should sacrifice the Relfast members who 
have been on strike for the nast 24 weeks.” 

The resolution “further deplored the weak- 
ness exhibited hy our N.E.C. in proposing to 
the National Emplovers that our question, 
which has alwavs heen admitted to be a 
purely local auestion, shonld now hecome a 
national question. We further restice the un. 
fair methods adopted hy our N.E.C. in ask- 
ing the members to vote for 4 small increase 
of waces for themselves. this beine con- 
ditional on us being forced to accept arbitra- 
tion, which we have already rejected by 223 
votes for and 1,278 egainst.” 

The resolution also protested against the 
acceptance of a netional nicht-shift and over. 
time agreement, which, it was asserted, wovld 
mean a serious mennce to the solution of the 
unemnlovment problem. 

It is expected that the resolution wil] he com- 
municated to the District Manacement Com- 
mitt-e of the societv. with a reanest that it 
he forwarded to the National Executive 
Council in Manchester.

PROTESTS. AT LEITRIM 


HEALTH BOARD. 


Leitrim County Board of Health—Mr. P.

tion by the Government to wipe out the 
County Leitrim for locai administrative and 
national purposes.

Mr. J. Gildea said that he strongly ap- 
proved of the resolution. Both inside and 
outside they should have contro] of the affairs 
of their own county.

Mr. M. McGrath said that he did not think 
that any Government would have the cheek 
t» attempt the division of the county. 

Mr. H. MeMorrow said that in a serious 
matter of this kind the North Leitrim mem- 
bers would stand by the South Leitrim 
members for the unity of the county. 

Mr. Mooney—The Government may not go 
so far, but they may split up the county for 
Parliamentary purposes, That will be drastic, 
too. Our administration is second to none, 
even if the county is difficult, and our rates are 
kept Jower than those of any county in the West 
or Midlands. It is up to our representatives 
to oppose anv such proposal, and the best 
thing is to ask our County Council and the 
T.D.’s to oppose any attempt at tampering 
with or splitting up the county. If any 
jerrymandering takes place, it will be for 
political purposes. If there is amy change, 
let us stand on our own. 

The resolution was adopted, and it was 
agreed to put forward the protest of the 
nuhlic bodies throngh the County Council at 
their next meeting.

SCHOOL-LEAVING AGE. 


NORTHERN TEACHERS AND 
MINISTRY. 


Northern Ireland teachers are not pleased 
with the statement made at Ballymena 
recently by Mr. Robb, K.C., the 
Parliamentary Secretary to the Ministry of 
Education, in which he expressed the opinion 
that, in the meantime, the Nogthern Govein- 
ment would not follow the lead given by the 
British Government and increase the school- 
Jeaving age in elementary schools to fifteen. 
The Ballymena branch of the Irish National 
Teachers’ Organisation suggests that the 
children should remain at school until sixteen 
years of age if no employment is available. 
At present the compulsory attendance age in 
Northern Ireland is from six to fourteen years, 
although pupils can be taken into school at five 
if there is accommodation for them after all 
children of six and upwards have been pro- 
vided for. It is contended by Northern 
teachers that, if the school age in Great 
Britain is fixed from five to fifteen years, 
children will receive two years’ more educa- 
tion than those attending Northern Ireland 
schools.

MALLOW WIDOW’S APPEAL. 


The hearing was resumed of an adjourned 
anpeal in the matter of the estate of Kdward 
Welsh, deceased, from a decision of Mr. 
Justice Johnston refusing an 
Mrs. Sophie O’Brien, widow of the late Mr. 
William O’Brien, of Bellvue, ‘Mallow, Co. 
Cork, made on summary summonses for an 
order granting letiers of administration to 
her, with the will and ‘codicil annexed, re- 
lating to the estate of Edward Welsh, civil 
engineer, late of Lismore, Co. Waterford, 


oe who died on 13th of September, 


Mr. H. J. Moloney, K.C.. and Mr. Binchy 
(insltiucted by Mr. David J. O'Meara) 
appeared for the appellant; and Mr. W. O'B. 
Fitzgerald (instructed by Messrs. Wynne and 
Wenne) forthe respondent, John Phelan. 
Waterlord, one of the two executors of the 
deceased testator, the other, Denis Doolin, 
Wterford, having died. 


The deceased testator, who was born at 


Lismore, Co. Waterford, had practised as a 
civil engineer for 30 years. His will, dated 
29th August, 1896, and the three codicils were 
executed, it was stated, according to the re- 
uirements of British law and the law of the 


ree State. By his will he made bequests 


to several persons in Ireland, and also a 
number of bequests to charitable institutions 
in this country. After his death Dr, Veit. 
of Munich, was appointed administrator of 
the deceased man's estate in Germany by the 
German Courts. On the 21st of October, 
1927, letters of administration, with the will 
and codicils annexed, were granted to Mr. 
William O’Brien, late of Bellevue, Mallow, 
one of the residvary legatees. At his death 
the testator’s assets consisted of stocks and 
shares of the Great Northern Railway Com- 
panv and the National Rank, Ltd., in Ire- 
land, amounting in value to £6,556 odd, and 
other property. The late Mr. O’Brien sold 
some of the English securities of the deceased 
testator. His wnadministered assets then con- 
sisted of about £600 cash in the Mallow 
branch. of the Munster ond Leinster Bank, 
£1,400 in Irish Free State Second National 
loan, and stocks of the London and North- 
Fastern Railway Company valued at about 
£3,337 


THE ASSETS. 
It was stated that the assets of the de- 


ceased testator had considerably increased in 
value since his death owine to the accumula- 
tion of dividends, etc. The apvellant now 
sought to have the decision of Mr. Justice 
Johnston reversed; to have, so far as might 
be necessary, the estate of the _ testator 
€.dministered under the order of the Court,

AMERICAN EXPERIMENTAL 


VESSEL AT BELFAST. 


Much interest is being taken in shipping 


and shipbuilding circles in Belfast in the 
United States Shipping Board Merchant Fleet 
Corporation 's freighter, the West Alsek, a 
vessel of over 8, tons, which has arrived 
from New York via Glasgow. Although cn 
ordinary cargo boat, the West Alsek is the. 
first vessel to cross the Atlantic depending 
exclusively on pulverised coal for propulsion. 


This is the vessel’s second voyage under 


such conditions. The saving in fuel was as 
high as 15 per cent., and an increase of about 
10 per cent. in the average speed of the ship. 
Compared with hand firing, there was a 
saving of 27.5 per cent. There was. in addi- 
tion, a saving of 20 per cent. in fire room 
crew, and the earning power of the ship was 
increased by the faster time.

THE ARMSTRONG CUP. 


Last evening the Dublin Chess Club had a 
crowded attendance at their rooms in Lincoln 
place, when they transferred the Armstrong 
Cup to last season's winners, the Sackville 
Chess Club. 

This trophy has given the greatest stimulus 
to chess activities in the metropolis, and is 
certainly mote than anything else responsible 
for the sound standard of match-play in the 
Dublin clubs. The chair was taken by Mr. 
W. Moffat Wilson, the Dublin President, and, 
in his introductory remarks, he furnished an 
outline history of Dublin chess at its best 
over a space of forty years. 

The late Mr. Will'am Armstrong presented 
the cup for competition among Dublin clubs 


1888. Since then 30 competitions have 


taken place for its possession. 

The first winners were the Phan:x Chess 
Club—that brilhant galaxy of talent which 
flourished for a few years at Morphy's Chess 
Divan in Grafton street. One survivor of the 
winning team was present last night in the 
person of Mr. Frank Hobson, Vice-President 
of the Dublin Chess Club, who, although well 
past his eightieth year, ranks as a first-class 
plaver, and plays the game with just as much 
skill, keenness and optimism as ever. 

After the dissolution of the Pheenix the 
cup passed in 1890-1 into the hands of the 
Dublin University Club, which also retained 


for two years. The next winners were 


Kingstown, to which belonged that charming 
veteran, Parker Dunscombe, also a member 
of the two clfibs previously mentioned as 
holders. It next passed to the City Chess 
Club, a long defunct body, which met at the 
premises last “occupied by the Freeman's 
Journal Company. Rathmines won it twice, 
and ‘“‘ Booterstown”’ (now known as the 
“ Blackrock ” Club) held it for four succes- 
sive years. For this club the leading player, 
as he is still, was Mr. A. A. MacDonogh, 
another old member of the successful Dublin 
University team.
